Secular challenger 
claims victory In 
Iran election

BAGHDAD (AP) — Iraq’s secular former prime minister 
edged out Prime Minister Nouri al-Maliki in parliamentary vote 
totals released Friday, upsetting the Shiite-backed premier’s re- 
election bid and earning the right to get the first shot at trying to 
form a government. 

The narrow margin — 91 seats for Ayad Allawi’s coalition to 89 
for al-Maliki’s alliance — sets the stage for months of political 
wrangling as the veterans of Iraq’s young democracy attempt to 
win support for a majority coalition.

WASHINGTON (AP) — The U.S. and Russia sealed the first 
major nuclear weapons treaty in nearly two decades Friday, 
agreeing to slash the former Cold War rivals’ warhead arsenals 
by nearly one-third and talking hopefully of eventually ridding 
a fearful world of nuclear arms altogether.

Her career rising, Palin now gives McCain a boost

TUCSON, Ariz. (AP) — 
Sarah Palin lent her star power 


among fellow conservatives 
to former running mate John 
McCain in his tough Senate 
re-election campaign, telling 


a rally Friday that McCain 
pegged President Barack 
Obama right when he said the 
Democrat would swell the size 
of government. 

McCain is facing the hardest 
election fight of his Senate 
career as he fends off a 
Republican primary challenge 
from the right. J.D. Hayworth, 
former congressman and 
conservative talk radio host, 
says McCain is too moderate 
for Arizona Republicans. 
Hayworth has tried to build 
support among conservative 
activists who identify with the 
tea party movement. 

Palin, among the most popular 
figures with those activists, 
appeared with McCain for the 
first time since the pair lost the 
2008 presidential election. 
“Everyone here supporting 
John McCain, we are all part 
of that tea party movement,” 
Palin told the rally. 

As the former Alaska governor 
took the stage with McCain, 
some in the crowd of 4,000 
chanted, “Sarah, Sarah,” not 


the name of the man who just 
a year and a half ago topped 
his party’s ticket. 

Palin said McCain warned the 
country that Obama’s policies 
would increase the size of 
government and the debt, and 
that the signing this week of 
a health overhaul law proves 
McCain right. 

McCain called for repeal of the 
health law, which Republicans 
are challenging in court and 
plan to make a leading issue in 
congressional elections. 
“There’s something going on 
out there, my friends,” McCain 
said. “It’s a revolution. It’s 
a peaceful revolution, but 
we’re going to take on this 
Obamacare.” 

Palin took heat this week 
when she released a list of 
20 U.S. House seats she said 
conservatives should try to win 
in the November elections. The 
list, posted on her Facebook 
page, featured a U.S. map with 
circles and cross hairs over the 
20 districts. She also sent a 
tweet saying, “Don’t Retreat, 


Instead - RELOAD!” 

Critics said it was inappropriate 
to use gun imagery, especially 
as some Democrats who 
supported the health care 
overhaul reported receiving 
threats of violence. 

Palin called it a “ginned up” 
controversy and defended her 
rhetoric. “When we take up 
our arms, we’re talking about 
our vote,” she said. 

Palin said the Republican 
Party needs new blood and 
new leaders, “but we also 
need statesmen and heroes 
like John McCain in there 
to help us get through these 
challenging times.” Hayworth 
has tried to define himself as 
“the consistent conservative” 
in contrast to the “maverick” 
McCain. Palin was a first- 
term governor of Alaska when 
McCain plucked her from 
relative obscurity to be his 
running mate. She went on to 
become a conservative draw 
and leading Republican critic 
of Obama and the Democrats 
in Congress.□ 
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Marine’s Iraq killings trial to go forward

CAMP PENDLETON, 
California (AP) — A military 
judge on Friday refused to 
dismiss charges against a 
Marine who led a squad that 
killed 24 Iraqi men, women 
and children in the town of 
Haditha after a bomb killed a 
Marine. 

The ruling cleared the way 
for a court-martial for Staff 
Sgt. Frank Wuterich, the only 
remaining defendant in the 
biggest criminal case against 
U.S. troops to arise from the 
Iraq war. Marine Lt. Col. 
David Jones said attorneys for 
Wuterich failed to a show that 
two generals who oversaw 
the case were influenced by a 
top aide who was disqualified 
under military policy from 
giving advice because he had 
investigated the killings on a 
previous assignment. 
Wuterich, seated in uniform, 
showed no emotion when the 
judge denied the motion by 
his attorneys. 

He later told reporters he was 
disappointed and upset by the 
ruling but looked forward to a 
jury trial. 

“Em actually happy to see that 
there is a trial date and this 
will be over soon,” he said. 
“At least this is the beginning 
of the end.” 

Jones said it was probably not 
a good idea for the aide, Col. 
John Ewers, to have been in 
the room when the Haditha 
case was being discussed, 
but there was no suggestion 
that his presence influenced 
the generals or stifled junior 
attorneys who were present. 
“The court must deal with the 
facts, not mere speculation or 
conjecture,” Jones said. 

The judge said he was 
convinced the general who 
brought charges in December 
2006 and his successor who 
ordered a court-martial a 
year later had done extensive 
independent research. 

“It is reassuring to know 
that the generals really did 
their homework ... and didn’t 
merely act as a rubber stamp,” 
Jones said. 

The 30-year-old Wuterich, of 
Meriden, Connecticut, is one 
of eight Marines originally 
charged with murder or failure 


to investigate the killings that 
occurred after the roadside 
bombing. Six have had charges 
dropped or dismissed, and one 
was acquitted. 

A trial is scheduled for 
Sept. 13 for Wuterich on 
reduced charges of voluntary 
manslaughter in nine of the 24 
deaths and other crimes in the 
November 2005 shootings. His 
attorneys said they anticipated 
no more delays. 

Wuterich is currently assigned 
to administrative work at 1st 
Marine Division headquarters 
at Camp Pendleton and is 
working toward a certificate 
as a computer technician at a 
community college. 

“It’s hard to continue to do the 
job that I’m doing knowing 
that I’m really not going 
anywhere as far as my career,” 
he said. 

At his preliminary hearing, 
Wuterich said he regretted 
the loss of civilian lives but 
believed he was operating 
within military combat rules 
when he ordered his men to 
attack. He declined to discuss 
the killings with reporters 
Friday. 

Wuterich did say he had 
“mixed feelings” that all 
the other defendants were 
exonerated. 

“In part, I’m happy for them, 
but it’s tough being the last 
guy going through this,” he 
said, declining to elaborate. 

An ending of the case would 
likely have met outcry in Iraq, 
where many see a lack of 
accountability for the actions 
of U.S. troops through the 
seven years of war. 
Abdul-Rahman N aj im al- 
Mashhadani, who heads the 
Baghdad-based Hammourabi 
NGO human rights 
organization, welcomed the 
ruling. 

“It is a very important case and 
we feel happy that attention 
will be paid to a case dealing 
with human rights,” he said. 
“This case is regarded as a 
success for us.” 

Iman Walid Abdul-Hamid, 14, 
from Haditha was wounded 
and lost her parents and a 
brother in the attack. U.S. 
troops took Iman, who was 
9 at the time, and her 6-year- 
old brother to Baghdad for 
treatment. 



“We were sleeping. My father 
was reciting Quran in another 
room, when the soldiers broke 
the door and shot him dead,” 
she said. “These killers should 
be killed. Their case should 
not be closed before they 
are justly tried.” The deaths 
occurred after a Marine was 
killed by the roadside bomb. 
Wuterich and a squad member 
were accused of shooting five 
men by a car at the scene. 
Investigators say Wuterich 
then ordered his men to clear 
several houses with grenades 
and gunfire. 

A full investigation didn’t 
begin until a Time magazine 
reporter inquired about the 
deaths in January 2006, two 
months later. 

The judge previously said 
Wuterich’s attorneys presented 


credible evidence regarding 
the role Ewers but said Friday 
the government had addressed 
those concerns. 

Gen. JamesMattis, whobrought 
charges, acknowledged during 


testimony that Ewers was in 
the room when allegations of 
wartime abuse were discussed 
but denies ever getting advice 
from him on the Haditha

President Barack Obama said 
the pact was part of an effort to 
“reset” relations with Russia 
that have been badly frayed.

Associated Press 
policy achievement of his 
presidency, just days after he 
signed the landmark health 
care overhaul that has been his 
domestic priority. 

Obama and Russian President 
Dmitry Medvedev will sign 
the agreement April 8 in 
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We’re located at walking distance from the High Rise Area. 
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Prague, where Obama gave a 
major speech on doing away 
with nuclear arms one year 
ago. The city is the capital of 
the Czech Republic, a former 
Soviet satellite and now a 
NATO member. 

If ratified by the Senate 
and by Russia’s legislature, 
the reductions still would 
leave both countries, by far 
the world’s largest nuclear 
powers, with immense 
arsenals — and the ability to 
easily annihilate each other. 
Together, the United States 
and Russia possess about 95 
percent of the world’s nuclear 
weapons, according to the 
Center for Arms Control and 
Non-Proliferation. 

Still, Obama called the pact 
a step toward “the peace and 
security of a world without 
nuclear weapons.” He said 
nuclear weapons “represent 
both the darkest days of 
the Cold War, and the most 


troubling threats of our time.” 
Agreed Russian Foreign 
Minister Sergey Lavrov, 
“Both parties see the ultimate 
goal in building a nuclear-free 
world.” 

No one sees that any time soon. 
But U.S. leaders noted that 
the agreement came shortly 
before Obama was to host 
an international conference 
on nuclear proliferation in 
Washington. 

U.N. Secretary-General Ban 
Ki-moon called the treaty an 
“important milestone” and said 
he believed it would “add a 
significant impetus” to a U.N. 
conference in May to review 
the Nuclear Nonproliferation 
Treaty. 

“We have turned words into 
action,” Obama said at the 
White House after completing 
the agreement in a morning 
phone call with Medvedev. 
The White House said it was 
their 14th meeting or phone 
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call on the issue. 

The United States hopes 
the 10-year agreement will 
lead to better cooperation on 
other issues, such as a unified 
U.S.-Russian stance against 
the development of nuclear 
weapons by Iran. 

Ratification in the Senate will 
require 67 votes, two-thirds of 
the senators, meaning Obama 
will need support from 
Republicans, something he’s 
found hard to come by on other 
issues. Sen. Richard Lugar of 
Indiana, the top Republican on 
the Senate Foreign Relations 
Committee, welcomed 

Friday’s announcement. 
Lugar, who is influential 
among fellow Republican 
senators as an arms control 
expert, said he looked forward 
to receiving the treaty so that 
the committee could hold 
hearings and “work quickly to 
achieve ratification.” 

Under the agreement, which 
would replace and expand 
on a landmark 1991 Strategic 
Arms Reduction Treaty that 
expired in December, the two 
former Cold War foes would 
cut their arsenals of nuclear 
warheads to 1,550 —- from the 
2,200 previously permitted — 
over seven years. It would also 
trim the number of allowable 
missiles and bombers capable 
of carrying the warheads to 
targets. 

“With this agreement, the 
United States and Russia — 
the two largest nuclear powers 
in the world — also send a 
clear signal that we intend to 
lead,” Obama said. 

In Moscow, the Kremlin 
hailed the agreement. 
Medvedev’s spokeswoman, 
Natalya Timakova, said, “This 
treaty reflects the balance of 
interests of both nations.” 
There are still disagreements. 
According to U.S. officials, 
the accord won’t restrict 
moving ahead on deployment 
of an American missile 
defense system — long a 
touchy subject between the 
two nations. □ 








































11 killed when tractor- 
trailer, van crash in Ky.

MUNF ORD VILLE, Ky. 

- A tractor-trailer loaded with 
auto parts crossed a highway 
median Friday and slammed 
head-on into a van carrying a 
Mennonite family, killing 11 
people before dawn on a hilly 
stretch of interstate. 

The dead included an engaged 


The heavily damaged van 
was mostly shrouded with 
tarpaulins. A bench seat from 
the van rested on the road 
with two children’s’ car seats 
attached. 

The National Transportation 
Safety Board was dispatching 
a team to investigate the 
wreck. 

In Kalona, Iowa, a relative 


of the woman who was to be 
married said his sister was 
going ahead with her wedding 
Saturday despite the tragedy. 
Wayne Ropp said his sister, 
Lorena, had gotten to know the 
Esh family after meeting one 
of its members on a mission 
trip to Ukraine in 2006 or 
2007. □

couple and several members 
of their family, whose house 
burned down in December. 
Two children in the van were 
the only survivors of the 
crash about 75 miles south of 
Louisville. 

After the collision, the truck 
smashed into a rock wall and 
burst into flames. The driver, 
the lone occupant, was also 
killed. 

A pastor for the family said 
they were traveling to a 
wedding in Iowa, and the 
engaged couple planned their 
own wedding for July. 
“They’ll have a wedding 
in heaven, I guess,” said 
Leroy Kauffman, pastor 
of Marrowbone Christian 
Brotherhood. 

The crash was the deadliest 
single accident in Kentucky 
since a 1988 bus crash in 
which 27 people died when a 
church bus carrying a youth 
group was hit by a drunken 
driver. 

Kauffman said the family was 
from Burkesville, in southern 
Kentucky. 

Those killed were John and 
Sadie Esh and some of their 
children and grandchildren. 
The youngest victims were 
ages 1, 3 and 5. 

Kauffman said John Esh 
was an assistant pastor at 
his church in Burkesville, 
about 55 miles southeast of 
the crash site. Also killed 
were a daughter-in-law of the 
Eshes and another daughter’s 
fiance. 

As crews cleaned up debris, 
one of the workers found 
a brown woman’s purse 
decorated with pompoms and 
containing a Bible. 

A bulldozer loaded still¬ 
smoldering debris from the 
truck into large containers. 
Twisted bits of metal littered 
the roadside.

The results were based on 
numbers released by the 
election commission and 
compiled by The Associated 
Press. The commission 
released the seat allocation 
by province but did not 
include an overall number 
of seats won. 

Within minutes of the results 
being released, al-Maliki 
appeared on a nationally- 
televised news conference 
and announced he would 
not accept the results. Al- 
Maliki, who appeared 
with his supporters lined 
up behind him, said he 
would challenge the results 
through what he described 
as legal process. 

The vote totals were released 
just hours after a twin 
bombing near a restaurant 
in a city north of Baghdad 
killed at least 40 people, 
highlighting the violence 
many Iraqis fear could mar 
the postelection process 
as both sides scramble to 
forge enough alliances 
to assemble a governing 
coalition. 

The top official for the 
United Nations in Iraq, 
Ad Melkert, said the UN 
believed the country’s 
March 7 parliamentary 


elections were credible and 
called on all sides to accept 
the results. That thought 
was echoed by U.S. Amb. 
Christopher R. Hill and 
Gen. Ray Odiemo, the top 
U.S. military official in 
Iraq, who praised what they 
described as a “historic 
electoral process,” and said 
they support the finding 
of election observers who 
said there was no evidence 
of widespread or serious 
fraud. 

Al-Maliki andhis supporters 
in the State of Law coalition 
have previously called for 
a recount amid claims of 
vote rigging and fraud, but 
election officials refused. 
The prime minister, who is 
fighting for a second four- 
year term, has widespread 
support from Iraq’s Shiite 
majority but has tried to 
distance himself from his 
sectarian roots and portray 
himself as a nationalist who 
helped return stability to 
Iraq after years of violence. 
But his support for a ban 
of hundreds of candidates 
with alleged ties to Saddam 
Hussein’s regime severely 
undercut any support he 
had from Sunnis, who felt 
the ban unfairly targeted 
their candidates. 

Many Sunnis instead threw 
their weight behind Allawi,

a secular Shiite who has 
built a broad coalition 
drawn from both Islamic 
sects. Allawi, who served as 
prime minister from 2004 to 
2005, has used his anti-Iran 
rhetoric to appeal to Sunnis 
who are wary of Tehran’s 
influence with their Shiite- 
majority government. 

The tight race has set the 
stage for protracted political 
wrangling over forming 
a new government that 
could spark new fighting 
and complicate American 
efforts to speed up troop 
withdrawals in the coming 
months. 

Friday’s blasts underscored 
the security risks that remain 
in Iraq. The two bombs 
exploded near a popular 
restaurant in Khalis, a town 
50 miles north of Baghdad, 
injuring dozens of people, 
saidMaj.

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SKorean naval ship sinks; 40 missing

SEOUL, South Korea (AP) 
— Word that a South Korean 
naval ship sank in the tense 
waters around the disputed 
maritime border with 
communist North Korea set off 
panic: The president convened 
an emergency meeting and the 
military dispatched a fleet of 
ships. 

Five hours later, 58 sailors 
had been pulled to safety but 
some 40 others were missing, 
reports said. There was no 
indication early Saturday that 
North Korea was to blame for 
the ship’s demise, but troops 
kept a vigilant watch. 

Seoul’s panic attack — hours 
after North Korea’s military 
threatened “unpredictable 
strikes” against the U.S. and 
South Korea — highlighted 
the fragility of peace on the 
divided Korean peninsula. 

The two Koreas remain locked 
in a state of war because their 
three-year conflict ended in 
a truce, not a peace treaty, in 
1953. 

Since then, the two Koreas 
have fought three bloody 
skirmishes in the Yellow 
Sea waters. And in January, 
North Korea fired about 
30 artillery rounds not far 
from Baeknyeong; the South 
Korean military fired 100 


warning shots in response. 

The 1,200-ton “Cheonan” 
was on a routine patrolling 
mission near South Korea’s 
Baeknyeong Island on Friday 
night with 104 crew members 
on board when the ship began 
taking on water, Rear Adm. 
Lee Ki-sik of the Joint Chiefs 
of Staff told reporters. 
Unidentified military officials 
told South Korea’s Yonhap 
news agency that an explosion 
tore a hole into the rear hull, 
shutting off the engine, 
wiping out the power and 
quickly taking the ship down. 
A number of crew members 
jumped into the water, Yonhap 
said. 

Six naval ships and two coast 
guard vessels, as well as 
helicopters and ambulances, 
rushed to save the crew, 
Yonhap and military officials 
said. Troops scanned the skies 
for an attack, at one point 
firing shots at what officials 
later speculated was a flock of 
birds. 

President Lee Myung-bak, 
meanwhile, convened a late- 
night emergency meeting with 
his defense minister and other 
top military officials. After 
three hours, and no conclusion 
about what caused the ship 
to sink, they agreed to meet 
again Saturday, presidential 
spokesman Lee Dong-kwan 


said. 

President Lee ordered the 
military to focus on the rescue 
operation, he said. 

Nearby Baeknyeong Island, 
four hours by boat from 
the South Korean port of 
Incheon but just 10 miles 
(20 kilometers) from North 
Korea, was turned into a triage 
center, with islanders helping 
to treat injured crew members, 
according to cable network 
YTN. 


A naval official told Yonhap 
there were deaths among the 
sailors, and YTN said some 40 
crew members were missing. 
However, military officials 
told the AP they could not 
confirm deaths, and said 58 
sailors had been rescued, with 
two airlifted for emergency 
medical treatment. 

The waters aroundBaeknyeong 
island are rocky, and some 
senior government officials 
speculated that the sinking 


may have been an accident, 
not an attack, South Korean 
media said. 

“It’s looking more and more 
like it was just an accident that 
happens on a ship,” Carl Baker, 
an expert on Korean military 
relations at the Pacific Forum 
CSIS think tank in Honolulu, 
said by telephone. 

He said Pyongyang was 
unlikely to attack the far 
more powerful South Korean 
military.

BATAC, Philippines (AP) — 
Former Philippine first lady 
Imelda Marcos, bedecked in 
jade and diamonds, began 
a grueling campaign for a 
congressional seat Friday 
that she hopes will allow her 
to bury her ousted strongman 
husband in a heroes’ cemetery 
and clear his sullied name. 
Marcos, 80, and nearly 18,000 
other politicians barnstormed 
the impoverished Southeast 
Asian nation on the first 
official day of campaigning 
for May 10 local elections. 
Presidential and senatorial 
candidates have been 
campaigning for more 
than a month. Police say 
political violence, which 
often goes hand-in-hand 
with festive campaigning, 
has already claimed close 
to 80 lives, including 57 
people massacred Nov. 23 
in an election caravan in the 
southern Philippines. 

Also among the celebrity 
candidates is boxing star 
Manny Pacquiao, who is 
seeking a congressional seat 
in his southern province. 
President Gloria Macapagal 
Arroyo, who has been 
threatened with criminal 
charges by critics when her 
turbulent term ends in June, 
is another candidate for the 
287-seat lower chamber. 
Emerging from more than a 
decade of political obscurity, 
Marcos strode back into the 
scene with a vengeance. 

Her hair coifed back and 
wearing a bright orange 


tunic with jade and diamond 
jewelry, she led journalists at 
daybreak to the mausoleum 
of her husband, Ferdinand 
Marcos, in Ilocos Norte 
province, his northern 
stronghold. 

She mournfully kissed his 
glass coffin as cameras 
snapped. “This is one of our 
major injustices,” she said. 
She went to church and then 
rode on a flatbed campaign 
truck festooned with balloons 
and posters as thousands 
cheered her along the way. 
She was flanked by her 
daughter Imee, who is running 
for governor in Ilocos Norte, 
a tobacco-growing region 
about 250 miles north of 
Manila. 

Her son, Ferdinand Marcos 
Jr., is seeking a Senate seat. 
Asked if she will push her 
long-standing campaign to 
have her husband buried in 
the national heroes’ cemetery 
in Manila if she wins, Marcos 
replied, “Of course.” 

His burial there has been 
opposed by officials amid 
public outrage after Marcos 
— accused of corruption, 
political repression and 
widespread human rights 
abuses — was ousted in a 
1986 “people power” revolt 
and died in exile in Hawaii 
three years later. Imelda 
Marcos and their three 
children were allowed to 
return to the Philippines in 
1991. 

“My ambition is to serve 
without end and to love 
without end,” Marcos said in 
a news conference in a hotel 
discotheque before her long 
convoy hit the road under a 
broiling sun. 

Afflicted with diabetes and 
glaucoma, Imelda parried a 
question about her age. 

“It’s true I’m 80 years 
old, but I can run and be a 
grandmother who can love 
and embrace the people more 
than a mother can,” Marcos 
said, drawing applause from 
friends. 

She is forever remembered 
for the stunning jewels and 
1,220 pairs of shoes she left 


behind in the presidential 
palace. 

She brought several new 
pairs for her campaign, aides 
said, and was wearing elegant 
leather sandals Friday. 
Despite her reputation for 
extravagance, including 
shopping trips to the world’s 
poshest boutiques and lavish 
beautification projects in a 
nation wracked by poverty, 
she retained supporters and 
even won a congressional 
seat in 1995. She ran 
unsuccessfully for president 
in 1992 and again in 1998. 
Many Filipinos were incensed 
by her unashamed opulence, 
but others, especially the 
generation bom after 1986 
with no memory of martial 
law under the 20-year 
Marcos regime, view her as a 
celebrity. 

Despite some 900 civil and 
criminal cases she has faced 
in Philippine courts since 
1991 — cases ranging from 
embezzlement and corruption 
to tax evasion — she has 
emerged relatively unscathed 
and never served prison time. 
All but a handful of the cases 
have been dismissed for 
lack of evidence and a few 
convictions were overturned 
on appeal. 

Marcos is running for a 
congressional seat in Ilocos 
Norte under her husband’s 
political party, the New 
Society Movement, which 
has weakened considerably 
since his death. In Ilocos 
Norte, a laid-back province 
of 390,000 where the late 
strongman built a network of 
fine roads, an international 
airport and seaports, the 
Marcoses are adored. 

“This is Marcos country, 
no ifs or buts,” said village 
guard Elmer Macuco, who 
waited to see Imelda in one 
of the 21 towns she planned 
to tour Friday. 

“She helps us and entertains 
us and has put us in history,” 
Macuco said. 

Clearing the family name 
remains an obsession, Marcos 
said. Until that happens, she 
said, “I cannot rest.’Q

Police chief decapitated in northern Mexico town

MONTERREY, Mexico (AP) 
— The decapitated body of 
the police chief of a northern 
Mexico town and the body 
of his brother were found 
inside the chief’s patrol truck 
Friday, authorities said. 
Hours earlier, gunmen killed 
a deputy police chief and his 
bodyguard in another part of 
Mexico’s north. 

The body of Heriberto 
Cerda, the police chief in 
Agualeguas, was found on 
the bed of a patrol pickup 
truck, which was left on a 
dirt road in the nearby town 
of General Trevino. 

His head was on his lap, 
said a spokesman for Nuevo 
Leon state prosecutors 
who spoke on condition of 
anonymity because he was 
not authorized to discuss the 
case. 

The body of the chief’s 
brother, Jesus Cerda, was 
found inside the truck, the 
official said. He didn’t say 
how Jesus Cerda was killed. 
Nuevo Leon state secretary 
general Javier Trevino told 
reporters that Cerda and his 


brother had been reported 
missing Thursday. 

The windshield and driver’s 
door of the patrol car had 
“C.D.G.,” an acronym for 
the Gulf drug cartel, written 
in blood, photos showed. 

The border state of Nuevo 
Leon, where Agualeguas and 
General Trevino are located, 
has seen an upsurge in 
violence that authorities say 
is the result of a turf battle 
between the Gulf cartel and 
the Zetas, the cartel’s former 
hit men. 

The slayings came a day 
after Mexican marines on 
patrol in the Nuevo Leon 
town of Cerralvo came under 
fire after ordering a convoy 
of gunmen traveling in six 
vehicles to stop. Six of the 
assailants were killed. 

Nearly 18,000 people have 
died in drug-related violence 
since President Felipe 
Calderon launched an assault 
on cartels after taking office 
in December 2006. 

In the northern state of 
Sonora, gunmen in a 
pickup truck fatally shot 
the deputy police chief and 
his bodyguard in the city of 
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Nogales, which sits across 
the border from the Arizona 
city of the same name, 
authorities said Friday. 
Sonora state police said 
gunmen opened fire on the 
victims with Kalashnikov 
rifles Thursday night. 

Tony Estrada, sheriff of 
Santa Cruz County, Arizona, 
said the killings were very 
troubling amid concerns that 
drug violence could spill over 
the border, but he believes 
Mexico’s drug traffickers 
don’t want to tangle with 
U.S. authorities. 

“Their turf wars are on the 
Mexican side right now, 
and that’s where they’re 
concentrating all of their 
violence,” Estrada said. 
“And we’re hopeful that’s 
where it will stay.”

New York - Oscar de la Renta 
is not the only person in his 
family who can add “dressed 
a first lady” to his resume. 
His 25-year-old son Moises, a 
fashion designer who has two 
of his own collections already 
under his belt, recently saw 
Michelle Obama wear a dress 


his new book with celebrity 
photographer Timothy White. 
He apparently died in his sleep 
sometime overnight while 
alone in his New York hotel 
room, Zych said. 

“Jim’s work is legendary,” 
he said. “As far as music 
photographers, he is the 
godfather.” 

The cause of death was not 
immediately known. 
According to his professional 
Web site, Marshall had more 


than 500 album covers to his 
credit. The San Francisco 
resident was best-known for his 
iconic images from the 1967 
Monterey Pop Festival, where 
he photographed Jimi Hendrix 
setting his guitar ablaze, and 
1969’s Woodstock, where as 
an official photographer he 
captured The Who tearing up 
the stage at sunrise. 

Marshall also was the 
only photographer granted 
backstage access at what 
turned out to be the final 
Beatles concert, at San 
Francisco’s Candlestick Park 
in 1966. Good timing and his 
rapport with musicians also 
helped him catch Johnny Cash 
memorably “flipping the bird” 
at a 1969 performance at San 
Quentin Prison. 

Other famous subjects 
included Bob Dylan, The 
Grateful Dead, Janis Joplin 
and The Rolling Stones. 

“This ‘career’ has never been 
just a job — it’s been my life,” 
Marshall remarked on his Web 
site. 

Born in Chicago on Feb. 3, 
1936, Marshall moved with 
his parents at age 2 to San 
Francisco’s Fillmore District, 
then the heart of the city’s jazz 


scene. He bought the first of 
his beloved Leica cameras in 
1959, and a year later, during 
what he would describe as a 
“life-changing meeting” with 
saxophonist John Coltrane, he 
found his professional calling. 
Before his lens discovered 
rock-and-roll, Marshall 

continued to find inspiration 
in jazz musicians, including 
Miles Davis and Thelonious 
Monk. He also depicted 
poverty in rural Appalachia 
and the Civil Rights Movement 
in Mississippi during the early 
1960s. 

Marshall spent two years living 
in New York, but returned 
to San Francisco in time to 
witness the birth of the 1960s 
counterculture and to meet 
young talent like Hendrix, 
Joplin and Jefferson Airplane 
during the city’s Summer of 
Love. 

His more recent subjects 
included Ben Harper and the 
Red Hot Chili Peppers. 
Marshall’s work has appeared 
in numerous books, including 
four featuring only his own 
photographs. “Match Point,” 
his most recent, a collaboration 
with Timothy White, was 
published this month. □

Gov’t unveils plan to shrink 
some home loans

WASHINGTON - Under pressure to stem the foreclosure crisis, 
the Obama administration launched a plan Friday to reduce the 
amount some troubled borrowers owe on their home loans and 
give jobless homeowners a temporary break. 

Administration officials cautioned that the plan won’t stop all 
foreclosures or help all troubled homeowners. Instead, officials 
said their goal is to meet their original target, announced last year, 
of helping 3 million to 4 million borrowers avoid foreclosure. 
The new effort is designed to help two groups: 

• Borrowers who owe more on their loans than their houses are 
worth. Nearly 15 million homeowners fall into this category, 
according to Moody’s Analytics. About 10 million of them owe 
at least 20 percent more than their house’s current value. 

These people would be helped in either of two ways: Their 
mortgage companies can cut the total amount they owe on 
their mortgage. Or they can refinance into loans backed by the 
Federal Housing Administration, which insures loans against 
default. The FHA will get $14 billion in incentive money from 
the federal bailout fund. 

• Unemployed borrowers. People receiving unemployment 
benefits would see their mortgage payments drop to no more 
than 31 percent of their monthly income — but only for three to 
six months. That’s intended to give homeowners more time to 
find a job. Once they do, they may qualify for a loan modification 
that would permanently reduce their payments. 

The administration’s existing program to prevent foreclosures 
has failed to make a dent in the problem. A lack of planning and 
shifting rules on qualifications for it produced a huge backlog 
in the program, the special inspector general for the federal 
financial bailout fund told lawmakers this week. Only 170,000 
homeowners have completed loan modifications out of 1.1 
million who began the program over the past year. On Friday, 
administration officials played down any notion that the new 
plan would solve the foreclosure epidemic. About 6 million 
homeowners have missed at least two months of payments.Q 


Stocks give up early gains for 2nd straight day

NEW YORK - Stocks gave up 
an early advance for a second 
day Friday after investors 
found little to extend the 
market’s climb. 

The Dow Jones industrial 
average fell 2 points in 
afternoon trading after being 
up as much as 68 in the early 
going. A similar rise then fall 
occurred Thursday. Analysts 
said the quick surrender of the 
early advances is a sign that 
stocks have risen too fast. The 
Dow has climbed 16 of the 
past 20 days. 

Stocks rose early Friday after 
European leaders agreed to 
a bailout program for debt- 
burdened Greece. But the 
gains faded as traders grew 
cautious after the recent string 
of advances, which have come 
on light volume. When trading 
volume is weak, investors 
often worry that only a small 
number of buyers are driving 
the market higher. 

“The market is extremely 
vulnerable to a pullback,” said 
Christian Bendixen, director 
of technical research at Bay 
Crest Partners in New York. 
The early climb and afternoon 
slide also occurred Thursday. 
Analysts said traders were 
concerned whether Greece 
would get help from other 
European Union countries to 
manage its debt. Traders also 
said that investors have been 
quick to sell on any hint of 
bad news. 

“Given the sharp decline late 
Thursday (and) substantial 
rise of the last few weeks, 
investors may be trigger- 
happy to lock in gains at any 
sign of selling,” said Michael 
Sheldon, chief market 
strategist at RDM Financial 
Group. 

In midaftemoon trading, the 
Dow fell 2.19, or less than 
0.1 percent, to 10,839.02. The 
Standard & Poor’s 500 index 
fell 1.92, or 0.2 percent, to 
1,163.81, while the Nasdaq 


composite index fell 8.99, or 
0.4 percent, to 2,388.42. 

Bond prices rose, pushing 
down yields. Weak demand 
at the government’s latest 
auctions for Treasury notes 
has sent prices tumbling and 
interest rates sharply higher 
earlier this week. 

The yield on the benchmark 
10-year Treasury note fell 
to 3.86 percent from 3.89 
percent late Thursday. The 
10-year note is often used as 
a benchmark for interest rates 
on consumer loans. 

Rob Lutts, president and chief 
investment officer of Cabot 
Money Management, said 
the weak demand and higher 
yields could be a preview of 
future movement as foreign 
investors question growing 
deficits in the U.S. 

However, rates have been so 
low that markets can absorb 
further rises without much an 
effect in the near future, Lutts 
said. The early gain in stocks 
came after the European Union 
and International Monetary 
Fund created a bailout program 
that will help Greece and 
other European nations facing 
rising debt. The deal reached 
late Thursday will not make 
money immediately available 
to Greece, but instead act 
more as a safety net. 

“It reinforces there will be a 
rescue and support for Greece,” 
said Oliver Pursche, executive 
vice president at Gary 
Goldberg Financial Services.

“It lays the groundwork for 
future rescue packages.” 
Investors have worried that 
mounting debt problems in 
places like Greece, Portugal 
and Spain would spread to 
other countries and hamper a 
global economic rebound. 

The reassurance that Greece 
will get aid, if necessary, 
helped the euro rise against the 
dollar, bouncing off 10-month 
lows seen earlier this week. 
Investors brushed aside a final 
update to the gross domestic 
product report that showed 
the U.S. economy grew at a 

5.6 percent pace in the fourth 
quarter, just below the 5.9 
percent forecast by economists 
polled by Thomson Reuters. 
Much of the fourth-quarter 
growth was tied to a surge in 
spending from government 
stimulus measures and 
manufacturing as businesses 
restocked exceptionally low 
inventories. Those gains are 
seen as temporary, so GDP 
likely slowed sharply in the 
first quarter. 

Consumer spending also 
remains weak and has not been 
able to replace the slack from 
a slowdown in government 
measures. Consumers 

are cautious because 
unemployment remains high, 
analysts say. 

The Reuters/University of 
Michigan consumer sentiment 
index for March was revised to 

73.6 from a previous estimate 
of 72.5. □

BRISBANE, Australia (AP) 
— U.S. player Wayne Odesnik 
faces a ban from tennis after 
being fined Friday for importing 
human growth hormone into 
Australia. 

The 24-year-old Odesnik was 
stopped by customs officers on 
Jan. 2 as he arrived in Australia 
for the Brisbane International 
and Australian Open, and 
eight vials, each containing 6 
milligrams of the performance¬ 
enhancing substance, were 
found in his baggage. 

Odesnik, pleaded guilty in the 
Brisbane Magistrates Court 
to importing the hormone, the 
Australian Customs Service 
said in a statement late Friday.

Els in 4-way share ef lead; 
Mickelson In the mix

ORLANDO, Florida (AP) 

— Ernie Els was like so many 
others at the Arnold Palmer 
Invitational on Friday — tied 
for the lead and not quite sure 
how he got there. 

Els had to play out of the water 
to save par on the sixth and 
steady his round of 3-under 
69. Davis Love III had seven 
birdies, two of those when he 
holed out a chip and a bunker 
shot, and settled for a 71. 

Ben Curtis started his round 
with two straight bogeys but 
shot 31 on the back nine on his 
way to a 67, while D.J. Trahan 
had a 68 to join them in a four¬ 
way tie for the lead at 7-under 
137. 

“It’s been kind of weird, but 
a little surprised that I’m in 
the lead,” Els said. “But you 
know, we’re there. It should 
be an interesting weekend, and 
obviously looking forward to 
it.” 

They were at 7-under 137, one 
shot ahead of Mickelson (67), 
Retief Goosen (67) and Kevin 
Na (70). 

Mickelson is starting to find 
his putting stroke at just the 
right time. 

The evidence came not so 
much from what he shot at 
Bay Hill that put him into the 
thick of contention, but from 
a casual round earlier this 
week in the California desert 

— Mickelson shot a 58, the 
lowest score of his life. 

“How did you hear about 
that?” Mickelson said, 
unaware either that good news 
travels fast or that he had 
mentioned it moments earlier 
in a TV interview. 

He made 12 birdies and 
an eagle at The Plantation 
Golf Club in Indio, which 
Fred Couples helped design. 
Mickelson went there because 
the greens are similar to Bay 
Hill. “I ended up getting the 
putter going there, as well, and 
shot 58, yeah. That was fun.” 
Friday at Bay Hill was as wild 
as it was fun, and not just for 
Mickelson, who hit two balls 
into the water and holed a 


wedge for eagle. 

Love holed two more shots 
from off the green. And then 
he finished with back-to-back 
bogeys. Els bogeyed two of his 
first five holes and was on the 
verge of making more bogeys 
until he turned it around. 

Love will remember the 35- 
foot birdie putt on the 15th, 
holing out for birdie from 
a deep bunker in front of 
the 17th green and chipping 
in for birdie in front of the 
seventh green. The ball in the 
water at No. 8 or the short par 
putt he missed on the 14th? 
Forgotten. 

“If you would have said 
Wednesday night whenever 
I was leaving the course, 
‘You’ll be 7 under after two 
days and right at the top of the 
leaderboard,’ I’d have taken 
it,” Love said. “It’s right where 
you want to be. You want to be 
in the hunt.” 

Love needs a victory at Bay 
Hill or next week in the 
Houston Open to get into the 
Masters. 

Mickelson has not come close 
to winning all year, so it was 
inspiring for him to get to 6 
under. His round, however, 
was far more complicated than 
making a series of putts. 

It usually is with Mickelson, 
which is why he could only 
laugh when asked if he found 
the day to be stressful or if that 
was just a typical round. 

“I find that an interesting 
question because there’s some 
legitimacy to it,” Mickelson 
said. “I have a tendency to 
have up-and-down rounds like 
that. But it’s fun. I enjoy trying 
to create shots and hit shots 
and take on some of these 
pins and make birdies, and 
unfortunately, I tend to make a 
few mistakes at times.” 
Starting on the back nine, 
he poured in three straight 
birdies from the 11th hole, 
then added a fourth the not- 
so-conventional way on the 
par-5 16th. Fans saw him lay 
up short of the water and hit a 
wedge that skipped up the big 
ridge and stop 3 feet away. 

“I fatted a hybrid,” he said, 


chunking the shot so badly 
that it worked out perfectly. 
Indeed, putting saved his 
round, even if the biggest putts 
were for bogey. He drove into 
the water on No. 3 and had to 
make a 12-foot putt to limit 
the damage to a bogey, then 
drove into the water on the 
par-5 sixth and wound up 
making a 15-foot bogey putt. 
“Those bogey putts were 
every bit as important as some 
of the other stuff,” Mickelson 
said. 

Love can relate. He now has 
holed four shots from off the 
green, which has compensated 
for some blunders. 

He made six birdies on the 
back nine, where he started

his round, only to kick himself 
over the three bogeys. Love 
did well to make bogey on No. 
8 after hitting his approach into 
the water, although driving 
into a fairway bunker at No. 9 
left him no hope of getting to 
the green, where he made his 
sixth bogey of the round. 
Rarely does a player make six 


bogeys and stay in the lead. 

“A little erratic,” Love said. 
“Made some pretty simple 
mistakes today that are a 
little more disappointing than 
yesterday’s mistakes, but 
again, I made a lot of nice 
putts, hit a lot of good shots, 
and obviously made a lot of 

birdies.”□

Along with the time to be spent in a halfway house, designed 
to help people reintegrate with society, District of Columbia 
Superior Court Judge Robert E. Morin also sentenced Arenas to 
400 hours of community service, which cannot be conducted at 
basketball clinics, and a $5,000 fine. 

Arenas apologized in court, saying, “Every day, I wake up 
wishing it did not happen.” 

Arenas pleaded guilty to violating the city’s gun laws in a Dec. 
21 incident at Verizon Center. Following an argument over an 
unpaid gambling debt totaling a few hundred dollars, Arenas 
brought several guns to the team locker room and set them near 
Javaris Crittenton’s locker with a sign telling him to “PICK 1.” 
“The evidence is that both of you felt disrespected,” Morin told 
Arenas. “Rather than acting like mature adults, you escalated 
the incident” by bringing guns to practice. 

After sentencing, Arenas’ lawyer, Ken Wainstein, said he was 
pleased with the outcome. 

“Judge Morin’s decision was fair and measured; it reflected a 
deep understanding of the relevant facts ... Mr. Arenas is grateful 
to the court and looks forward to serving the community and 
once again being a force for good in the District of Columbia,” 
Wainstein said in a statement. 

In court papers, prosecutors said Crittenton had a legitimate 
reason to believe Arenas’ threat was genuine. 

Prosecutors had wanted Arenas to go to jail for at least three 
months. They said he lied repeatedly about why the guns were 
in the locker room and tried to cover up what had happened. 
They also said he knew bringing guns into D.C. was illegal and 
has a prior gun conviction. 

Assistant U.S. Attorney Christopher Kavanaugh wrote in court 
papers that “if any other individual — without the fame, power, 
and the wealth of this defendant — brought four firearms into 
Washington, D.C., for the purpose of a similar confrontation,” 
they would surely go to jail. 

Arenas’ lawyers sought probation and community service, 
arguing the incident was a misguided prank with no intention 
to harm anyone. They pointed out that the guns were unloaded, 
that Arenas’ lighthearted comments about the incident were 
misinterpreted, and that he’s a good role model who excelled at 
community service. 

“This sad saga has sent a strong message to any and all who 
might consider bringing guns into the district,” defense attorneys 
wrote. Arenas’ sentence could determine whether the Wizards 
will attempt to void the remainder of his six-year, $111 million 
contract, although the players’ union has vowed to fight such a 
move. 

Regardless, Arenas’ misdeed has helped contribute to the 
precipitous decline of a franchise, which is headed for its second 
consecutive last-place finish after years of regularly reaching 
the playoffs.Q

SEATTLE (AP) — Fredy Montero set up the first goal of the 
2010 Major League Soccer season, then scored with a diving 
header as the Seattle Sounders started its second year with an 
impressive 2-0 win over newcomer Philadelphia Union on 
Thursday. 

Brad Evans beat Philadelphia keeper Chris Seitz after capitalizing 
on deft passes by Montero and Steve Zakuani. Minutes before 
halftime, Montero’s diving header redirected Osvaldo Alonso’s 
drive that looked to be headed wide. 

The start of the 15th season of the MLS was in doubt until last 
weekend when the players and owners agreed on a new five-year 
labor contract.

He was fined 8,000 
Australian dollars 

($7,280) plus A$l,142.80 
(US$1,040) in court costs. 
“We are extremely 
disappointed in the behavior 
of this individual, which is 
in no way representative of 
the sport of tennis,” the ATP 
said in a statement e-mailed 
to The Associated Press. 
ATP spokeswoman Kate 
Gordon wrote that she 
couldn’t comment on any 
details of the case because 
it’s considered a “current 
investigation.” 

Tennis Australia declined 
comment on Friday, 
referring questions about 
Odesnik to the International 
Tennis Federation. The 
ITF said it had received 
notification that Odesnik 
had pleaded guilty to 
possession of HGH. 

“The case has been referred 
to the tennis anti-doping 
program, and we don’t have 
any further comment,” the 
ITF said in a statement to 
the AP. “It’s just like any 
other case that gets referred 
to the anti-doping program, 
we don’t have a comment 
on it.” Under the World 
Anti-Doping Code — to 
which the ITF is a signatory 
— Odesnik faces a possible 
two-year suspension for 
possession of a prohibited 
substance. 

Odesnik spends part of the 
year training in Miami. He’s 
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coached there by former top- 
10 player Guillermo Canas 
of Argentina, who served a 
15-month ban in 2005-06 
after failing a doping test. 
Canas, who coincidentally 
announced his retirement as 
a player on Friday, said he 
doesn’t travel with Odesnik 
and was surprised to hear 
about the HGH case. 
Odesnik ranked 98th, 
reached the quarterfinals at 
the Brisbane International 
and the second round of 
the Australian Open. He 
has since played in four 
tournaments in the U.S., 
advancing beyond the first 
round just once. 

He turned pro in 2004 and is 
something of a journeyman, 
with a 32-42 career record 
in tour-level matches. He 
has reached one ATP final, 
on clay at Houston last 
year. 

The Australian Sports Anti- 
Doping Authority was 
aware of the charges against 
Odesnik. 


“ASADA is aware of 
the matter announced by 
the Australian Customs 
and Border Protection 
Service,” ASADA said in a 
statement. 

“Under its legislation, 
ASADA has power to 
receive information from 
Customs and to carry out 
investigations into possible 
violations of anti-doping 
rules. 

“Under its legislation, 
ASADA is unable to 
provide further comment at 
this time.” 

Marion Grant, a 
spokeswoman for the 
Customs Service’s Border 
Protection Enforcement, 
said: “This prosecution ... 
should act as an important 
deterrent for other elite 
athletes who are considering 
similar activities.” 
Australia’s Customs Act 
has an extensive list of 
performance-enhancing 
substances subject to import

Government and AHATA sign historic MoU 


Public and private contribution 
to create marketing funds 



ORANJESTAD — The entire 
Aruba marketing is now 
formally a joint affair between 
the public and private sector. 
A deal that will mean that 
Aruba’s marketing funds will 
see a substantial increase, 
from 31 million florins a year, 
to 52 million florins. 

This week the Aruba 
Government reached a 
historic agreement with the 
Aruba Hotel and Tourism 
Association (AHATA) for the 
creation of the Aruba Tourism 
Marketing Fund (ATMF). 

The agreement is the crowning 
moment of efforts that started 
years ago, where particularly 
members of AHATA wanted 
to see a 'privatized’ marketing 
fund for Aruba. 

The argument behind the 
thought is that the funds for 
promoting and marketing the 
island need to be separated 
from the general budget of 
the Government. Experience 
has shown that allocating 
marketing funds in the general 
budget of the government 


hampers the dynamic process 
required in the tourism 
industry. Red tape and even 
late budget approvals have 
worked negatively for Aruba 
in the past, as they created 
periods were the island did 
not receive any promotion, or 
could not market its product 
abroad. 

The government will now 
allocate the sum it normally 
reserves annually for tourism 
marketing into the AMTF, 
and AHATA too will deposit 
its marketing money into it. 
A board comprising of Aruba 
Tourism Authority executives 
and representatives of AHATA 
will decide on the use of the 
funds, based on plans agreed 
upon in an open participation. 
The Aruba Tourism Authority, 
representing the government 
will continue function as 
the vehicle to help market 
the country, and also control 
and supervise the fund from 
July 1st till December 31, 
2010, reporting directly to the 
Minister of Tourism. 


The Memorandum of 
Understanding signed this 
week is therefore considered a 
"historic moment,” according 
to Minister of Tourism Otmar 
Oduber. As an advisor to 
tourism in previous AVP 
governments and later as 
Parliament member, Oduber 
always supported the creation 
of a separate fund for tourism, 
he said. In the past, his party 
presented law proposals to 
separate the marketing funds 
for Aruba from the general 
budget and to allocate the funds 
in an independent account. 
He acknowledged the entire 
process took 13 to 15 years, in 
the various governments that 


led Aruba. There were many 
discussions on what structure 
needs to be in place in order to 
manage the deposits destined 
for securing a constant flow 
in the industry. The option 
of privatizing Aruba Tourism 
Authority was studied and 
even described on paper, but 
never came to be until now. 
The Minister said negotiations 
with AHATA started since 
December 2009, during which 
the association received 
an outline of the vision the 
government has for the 
tourism industry of Aruba, 
particularly on the tourism 
product.

Minister of Tourism and 
Labor Otmar Oduber and 
AHATA CEO James Hepple 
signed the Memorandum of 
Understanding for the ATMF 
in presence of Minister of 
Finance Mike de Meza, 
AHATA board members

These agreements add to agreements signed with The Netherlands, The Netherlands Antilles, Aruba 


During the past week Saint 
Kitts and Nevis, Saint 
Vincent and the Grenadines 
and Anguilla, an overseas 
territory of the United 
Kingdom, have signed a 
total of 14 tax information 
exchange agreements. 

These signings bring the 
total number of agreements 
signed by each jurisdiction 
to at least 12 that meet 
the internationally agreed 
tax standard. Accordingly, 
Anguilla, St. Kitts and 
Nevis and St. Vincent and 
the Grenadines become 
the 23rd, 24th and 25th 
jurisdictions to move into 
the category of jurisdictions 
that are considered to have 
substantially implemented 
the standard since April 


2009. Since that time almost 
370 agreements have been 
signed or brought up to the 
internationally agreed tax 
standard. 

St. Kitts and Nevis and St. 
Vincent and the Grenadines 
today signed agreements 
with Faroe Islands, Finland, 
Greenland, Iceland, Norway 
and Sweden. 

These agreements add to 
agreements St. Kitts and 
Nevis had already signed 
with Australia, Monaco, 
The Netherlands, The 
Netherlands Antilles, 

Aruba, United Kingdom, 
Denmark, Belgium, New 
Zealand and Liechtenstein, 
bringing their total to 16 
agreements.

signed 16 agreements that 
meet the standard, including 
its existing agreements with 
Australia, Austria, Denmark, 
the Netherlands, Aruba, 
Liechtenstein, Belgium, 
Ireland, the United Kingdom 
and New Zealand. 

Anguilla, which signed an 
agreement with Australia 
and Germany on 19 
March, had previously 
signed 11 other agreements 
- including agreements 
with the United Kingdom, 
Ireland, the Netherlands, 
New Zealand and the seven 
Nordic economies - and this 
signing brings their total to 
13 agreements that meet the 
internationally agreed tax 
standard. 


Each of these jurisdictions 
is a member of the Global 
Forum on Transparency and 
Exchange of Information 
for Tax Purposes and has 
agreed to participate in a 
peer review of their laws 
and practices in this area. 
According to the schedule 
of reviews published by the 
Global Forum, they will 
undergo reviews of their legal 
and regulatory framework 
for exchange of information 
in 2011 and reviews of 
their information exchange 
practices in 2013. 

Jeffrey Owens, Director of 
the OECD’s Centre for Tax 
Policy and Administration 
said, “we continue to see 


a great deal of progress as 
jurisdictions move to sign 
agreements. With Anguilla, 
St. Kitts and Nevis and St. 
Vincent and the Grenadines 
now reaching this 
benchmark, almost all of the 
Caribbean jurisdictions have 
substantially implemented 
the standard, and we will be 
working with the remaining 
jurisdictions - both in the 
Caribbean and elsewhere 
- to encourage them to 
follow this trend and provide 
whatever assistance we can. 
The real test will come with 
the peer review process, 
when the Global Forum can 
evaluate the quality of these 
agreements and the extent 
of the implementation of the 
standards in practice.” Q

The minister explained that 
he has tried to organize a 
high level meeting between 
the two countries several 
times, but that the Venezuelan 
government has been unwilling 
to cooperate. “Caracas is 
avoiding us,” he said. 

Minister Verhagen would like 
to talk to Venezuelan President 
Chavez about an accusation 
the president made December 
last year. Mr Chavez claimed 
that the American government 


was preparing an attack on 
Venezuela from the Dutch 
Caribbean islands of Aruba 
and Curasao. 

“The Netherlands is attached 
to our friendship with the 
Kingdom’s largest neighbour,” 
Mr Verhagen said, “We don’t 
need any escalation of conflict 
in the area.” 

In the debate, Minister 
Verhagen also refuted the 
accusation that an American 
aircraft entered Venezuelan 


territory. The picture that 
the Venezuelan government 
gave as evidence is very old 
and has been downloaded 
from the online encyclopedia 
Wikipedia, he argued. □

1. Eat at Home and Cook for 
Yourself 

Why cook for yourself? It’s 
cheaper than eating out. It’s 
fun. It’s a chance to spend time 
with loved ones (or catch up on 
your favorite TV — whatever 
works). You choose the 
ingredients. You control how 
nutritious it is. You drive less. 
You waste less food. 

Why not cook for yourself? 
Time. 

A little planning goes a long 
way. Stretch Sunday’s meal 
into Monday and Tuesday’s 
leftovers, try a slow cooker, 
develop new quick pasta 
recipes, learn to love root 
vegetables with a forgiving 
shelf life, and soups and stews 
that keep on giving. 

Cooking for yourself is a habit 
like anything else. It’s a habit 
that can help you lose weight, 
stay healthy, save money — and 
do your part to save the planet. 
Oh — and don’t forget to eat 
your leftovers. 

2. Eat Less Meat 

Why eat less meat? Eating lower 
on the food chain is probably 
the single most important 


thing you can do to help the 
environment. If the whole 
world stopped driving cars and 
SUVs, shipping goods in tractor 
trailers, flying planes, sending 
freighters across the ocean and 
all other transportation activity, 
it wouldn’t do as much as if we 
all just stopped eating beef. 
Livestock accounts for 18% 
of the world’s greenhouse gas 
emissions, according to the 
United Nations. That includes 
clearing land for grazing, raising 
grains for feed (often with the 
help of fossil fuel fertilizers) 
— and the not insignificant 
burping of cows. All the 
fertilizer and pesticides used to 
grow grain, the antibiotics and 
hormones (often) used to speed 
up livestock growth on feed lots 
and the copious manure all add 
to the environmental impact of 
raising livestock. 

Americans eat the equivalent 
of three quarter-pounders a day. 
(We are obsessed with meat.) If 
we each cut the equivalent of 
one hamburger from our daily 
diet (try the tomato rice soup 
pictured here), it would be like 
taking half million cars off the 
road. We might all live a little 


longer, too. 

When you do eat meat, look 
for ethically raised animals, 
raised locally on natural diets 
whenever possible. 

3. Eat Real Foods 

Why eat real foods? If your 
grandmother wouldn’t have 
immediately recognized it 
as “food” there’s a good 
chance it’s less food and more 
manufactured good. Who 
wants to eat a manufactured 
good? There’s a reason a 
Twinkie has a shelf life to rival 
a Nerf basketball. 

Real foods are the basis for 
a commonsense diet. The 
only processing food needs is 
the cooking you do at home. 
Chances are, the less processing 
a food has been subjected 
to, the less energy and fewer 
resources have been expended 
manufacturing, packaging and 
transporting it to your grocery 
store. 

And real foods haven’t had all 
the nutrition processed out of 
them. 

So read labels, and look for 
those foods with the shortest, 
most direct list of ingredients. 
Better, choose foods without 
labels because the items in the 
produce aisle are as real as it 
gets. A good place to start is 
The Daily Green’s Real Food 
Diet. 

4. Eat In Season 

Why eat in season? There’s 
a reason Locavore was the 
2007 Oxford Word of the Year. 
Eating fruits and vegetables 
at the time of harvest means 
you’re eating them when 
they’re fresh, have traveled 
less and have been stored less. 
That means a tastier food that 
has typically required fewer 
resources to reach you. For 
instance, a blueberry in April 
(from Florida) to September 
(from Michigan) will arrive 
fresher — and cheaper — than 
its counterpart flown in from 
South America during the 
winter. 

5. Shop Local, Buy Local 

Why shop from the farm? 
Eating locally, and eating what’s 
in season is easier when you 
shop at farmers’ markets, farm 
stands or from a community 
supported farm (CSA is short 


for “Community Supported 
Agriculture”). Spending your 
money locally at local farms 
also means you’re helping to 
keep working farms viable, and 
that means keeping the scenery 
of your town or region intact. 
Beyond that, when you shop 
direct from a farmer, you can ask 
questions about how produce 
was raised: “Were pesticides 
used? Fertilizers? What is she 
doing to control water pollution 
and soil erosion?” 

Find local farm resources with a 
quick zip code search powered 
by Local Harvest on The Daily 
Green’s homepage. 

6. Start Your Own Backyard 
Garden 

Why start your own garden? 
Hey, there’s no farm like your 
own, and there’s no food mile 
like no food miles. Besides the 
benefits of gardening that go 
beyond food - time outdoors, 
quiet opportunities for 
contemplation, the satisfaction 
of having made something 
with your hands — growing 
your own food means complete 
control over the quality of your 


diet. You can also plan your 
garden to be part of a backyard 
landscape that supports birds, 
butterflies, bees and other 
wildlife. 

A small space is enough for a 
surprisingly productive garden 
(and don’t forget to look for 
community gardens you can 
join). Even a sunny set of 
front stairs, or a window box, 
is enough to grow tomatoes, 
herbs and some other yummy 
produce. If you have a little 
more space, you can plan a 
bigger garden full of high- 
yield vegetables. To get started 
on an organic garden, see The 
Daily Green’s How to Start 
an Organic Garden in 9 Easy 
Steps. If Michelle Obama can 
garden at the White House, you 
can too! 

As you gain expertise, you 
can consider raising your own 
bees to pollinate your plants 
(beekeeping doesn’t take much 
more effort than keeping a 
garden) and plant some tasty 
rare heirloom tomatoes and 
other vegetables that you will 
never find in a market, no 
matter how super. □

lee: Don’t waste the opportunity to re-engineer island government 



PHILIPSBURG—President of 
the St. Maarten Hospitality 
& Trade Association (SHTA) 
Emil Lee is of the opinion 
that St. Maarten has a unique 
opportunity to reinvent and 
re-engineer government 
administratively and urged the 
relevant officials not to waste 
this opportunity. 

Referring specifically to 
the constitutional change 
status, Lee said streamlining 
government operations, 
making government more 
efficient, more customer- 
friendly and more impactful 
should be of the utmost 
priority. 

“Perhaps these things are being 
done. These comments are not 
meant as SHTA’s intentions 
to tell government what to 
do. My point is simple. Don’t 
be afraid of radical change, 
it is inevitable,” Lee said. He 
was speaking at the SHTA’s 
General Membership Meeting 
on Thursday evening. 

“When someone tells you 
something can’t be done, 
frame it against all the 
incredible things that have 
been done and don’t assume it 
is true,” Lee said, adding that 
implementing a statistical unit 
at the airport, incorporating the 
Tourism Authority, solving the 
traffic problems and building 
a hospitality school, should 
not be impossible tasks to 


accomplish for St. Maarten. 
“I’m not na'ive. I know the 
solutions may not be easy but 
there are solutions. But it is my 
belief, that many of the issues 
that we speak about year after 
year can be solved if we are 
determined and committed,” 
he said. 

Lee argued that his comments 
were similar to what the 
Loreign Investment Advisory 
Service or LIAS report outlined 
in its report in 2001 on what 
needed to be done to get the 
Netherlands Antilles back to 
a good business climate and 
influence economic growth. 
That report mentioned that 
successful reforms will 
probably not be possible 
without significant changes 
in the administrative set-up 
of the various governments 
of the Netherlands Antilles. 
“The red tape and delays, 
which are really exceptional 
compared to other countries 
around the world, stem in part 
from excessive duplication 
and complex procedures 
both within single island 
governments and between the 
two levels of government,” 
Lee said. 

He continued: “Government 
has clearly indicated that 
there will be human resource 
challenges, so why not look to 
simplify the process reducing 


the administrative red tape 
and also reducing the burdens 
on the civil service.” 

He recommended that the 
issuing of specific work 
permits, business licenses, 
bus permits, taxi permits etc, 
should be delegated to the 
civil service with clear rules, 
policies and authorities. 

These tasks, he said, should be 
accompanied by a transparent 
system of checks and 
balances. 

“In much of the literature on 
re-engineering government, 
most recommend the 
decentralization of 

government decision making 
authority to those lower in the 
hierarchy, empowering the 
civil service to make effective 


and timely decisions. Our 
political leaders would be able 
to focus on their core tasks of 
developing strategies, policies 
and legislation that will shape 
our country,” Lee said. 

The SHTA President also said 
the salaries of our elected 
officials should also be 
reviewed and increased, the 
election process and the way 
campaigns are financed should 
be examined and increased 
transparency would only 
benefit the electoral process. 
He also called for greater 
structural involvement of the 
stakeholders and community 
in general in the decision 
making process. 

Three special guests were 


also invited to the meeting 
to speak on the topic “10-11- 
10 The Day After”. Attorney 
Richard Gibson, former Lt. 
Governor Dennis Richardson 
and President of the Princess 
Juliana International Airport 
Operating Company (PJIAE) 
Eugene Holiday were invited 
to form a panel and update 
SHTA’s membership on the 
constitutional process and 
how St. Maarten will be “set 
up” after the target date of 10- 
10 - 10 . 

The SHTA also rescheduled its 
Board of Directors election to 
April 8 because of a shortage 
of members at the meetings. 
Two-thirds of the total 
membership has to be present 
for an election to take placeQ 


Budget debate to continue Monday 


PHILIPSBURG-This Island Council is now 
expected to vote on the draft 2010 budget next week 
Monday when the debate resumes after a second 
lengthy adjournment since the proceedings started 
on Monday, March 22. 

This second lengthy adjournment was called by 
Council Chairman Lt. Governor Lranklyn Richards 
on Thursday because Director of Resources Hiro 
Shigemoto had to be in Curasao for meetings on the 
division of assets and liabilities of the Netherlands 
Antilles. 

Shigemoto is responsible for overseeing civil 
servants’ compiling of the answers to questions 
posed by members of the Island Council. Already the 
civil service had to provide answers to 145 questions 
posed during the debate Monday. 

Leader of Government National Alliance (NA) 
Commissioner William Marlin also left the island for 
Curasao while the debate was still ongoing Thursday 
afternoon. He is to be present for the swearing-in of 
the new Central Government Cabinet and the new 
Antillean Parliament today. 

NA Island Councilmen Rodolphe Samuel and George 
Pantophlet also left the meeting to return to Curasao 
for their swearing-in as parliamentarians. The two 


members returned to St. Maarten mid-morning for 
the budget debate and left again a few hours later. 
The debate, which was not broadcast live on television 
reportedly because of technical problems, continued 
after their departure with opposition members at 
one point speaking only to Richards, who is also 
Executive Council Chairman, as all commissioners 
had left Dr. A.C. Wathey Legislative Hall. 

DP Island Council members Sarah Wescot-Williams, 
Roy Marlin, Maria Buncamper-Molanus and Leroy 
de Weever continued to criticise the draft budget, 
the first presented by Linance Commissioner Xavier 
Blackman and the NA government. 

All four members saw government’s plans to 
collect unpaid wage taxes from businesses as being 
detrimental to the economy. 

They said this pull to fill a budget hole would lead 
to businesses folding or going bankrupt in the 
already tough economic times and would increase 
unemployment. 

The DP also presented two motions for Island Council 
approval. The first was a motion of no confidence 
against Commissioner Blackman, accusing him 
of failing to produce a budget in keeping with 


general Kingdom measure on temporary financial 
supervision. 

The second motion sought to instruct the Executive 
Council to honour the letters of comfort to The 
Westin St. Maarten Dawn Beach Resort and Spa and 
Sonesta Maho Beach Resort regarding the payment 
of room tax. 

These motions, the draft budget that totals NAf. 
323.6 million, seven amendments to the budget 
and a proposal from DP to facilitate the purchase 
of Mary’s Lancy Estate are expected to be voted on 
by the Island Council next week Monday afternoon 
after the Executive Council provides answers to the 
additional questions posed by members of the Island 
Council. 

Thursday’s sitting of the Island Council was the 
continuation of the debate that had started on Monday 
morning. After several hours of debate, the meeting 
was adjourned for answers to be put together to 
questions posed by DP. 

These answers were presented by Commissioners 
Blackman, Marlin, Heyliger, Lrans Richardson 
and Hyacinth Richardson based on their portfolios. 
However, a package of written answers was not 
presented to DP members, causing some protest.^

BOGOTA (Reuters) - Un nino de 12 anos murio luego que 
presuntos guerrilleros de las FARC, al parecer bajo engano, 
lo mandaron a un cuartel en el suroeste de Colombia con 
una bomba destinada a atacar a policias acantonados en 
el lugar, denuncio el viemes el Gobiemo a la vez que 
condeno el hecho. 

La explosion y muerte del nino se produjo el jueves en el 
municipio de El Charco, en el departamento de Narino, 
fronterizo con Ecuador, como parte de un plan de las 
Fuerzas Armadas Revolucionarias de Colombia (FARC) 
para interferir en las elecciones presidenciales de mayo, 
dijo un alto oficial.
